Mayor reconsiders $1.1M cost at corner 


Sapelli wants to look at ‘big picture’ of all town’s need before borrowing

Those bike lanes and new traf¬ 
fic signals at O’Brien’s Corner may 
have to wait. 

Though it qualified for a state 
grant last year, there’s suddenly 


no local funds for re-engineering 
the busy intersection, after Mayor 
William Sapelli announced this 
week he was withdrawing a re¬ 
quest to borrow $1.1 million that 


would have paid for half the proj¬ 
ect’s cost. 

“I was concerned about what 
our priorities are,” Sapelli said af¬ 
ter the Feb. 20 City Council meet¬ 


ing. “We have several issues pend¬ 
ing. Let’s look at the big picture.” 

He said Agawam is facing sev¬ 
eral infrastructure needs that may 
require borrowing in the near 


future: sewers, the stormwater 
system, street maintenance, side¬ 
walk construction and cleaning 
up blighted properties. 

Losing the $1.1 million bond 
puts the $2 million-plus intersec-

Town inks 
medical 
marijuana 
agreement

It’s official: Medical marijuana is 
coming to Agawam, following the sign¬ 
ing of a host community agreement be¬ 
tween the town and Debilitating Medi¬ 
cal Condition Treatment Centers Inc. 

Mayor William Sapelli announced 
the agreement in a press release on 
Wednesday morning, Feb. 21. The agree¬ 
ment will allow DMCTC to open a med¬ 
ical marijuana facility at 584 Meadow 
Street Ext., the Herzenberg building 
near the South End Bridge. 

“This agreement provides additional 
monies to the town and enhances the 
town’s tax base. Also, our negotiations 
led to an increase in the annual pay¬ 
ment that the town will receive,” said 
Sapelli in the release. 

The town will be receiving bian¬ 
nual payments equal to 3 percent of 
DMCTC’s gross sales or $62,500, which¬ 
ever amount is greater. DMCTC initial¬ 
ly reached an agreement with former 
Mayor Richard Cohen on Nov. 28 for the

A s a child, Miguel Estrem¬ 
era regularly made trips 
between Puerto Rico and 
Massachusetts. Those flights like¬ 
ly sparked his desire to become an 
airline pilot — and gave him the 
ability last September to fly relief 
efforts to the island after it was 
battered by Hurricane Maria. 

It was one of the most powerful 
storms to strike Puerto Rico since 
1932. Lashed by high winds and 
torrential rains for more than 30 
hours, the island’s delicate infra¬ 
structure was destroyed. Estrem¬ 


era, who moved to Puerto Rico 
at 2 weeks of age and returned 
to Massachusetts when he was 5, 
now lives in Feeding Hills with his 
wife Kim and their two children. 

He still has family on the is¬ 
land, mostly on the north-cen¬ 
tral coast. While damage to their 


homes was minimal, the New-

Relay ‘queen’ not shy about fight against cancer

Some men might shy away 
from an event called “Queen of 
the Relay.” Not Jim Planzo. He will 
do almost anything to raise mon¬ 
ey for American Cancer Society’s 
Relay For Life of Agawam — even 
if it means donning a wig, putting 
on a coconut bra, and wearing a 
grass skirt. 

For the mustachioed Planzo, 
58 years old, nearly 6 feet and 175 
pounds, competing for Queen of 
the Relay was an easy decision. 

“It’s another way to raise funds 
for Relay, in addition to asking 
friends and family for donations,” 
he said. 

Planzo and his wife Kathy have 
participated in the Relay since 
2014. Cancer has dealt the fami¬ 
ly many blows, the latest in 2013 
when Kathy Planzo was diagnosed 
with breast cancer. That’s when 
they decided to punch back by join¬ 
ing the Relay. 

“Cancer is a tough battle, how¬ 
ever, there’s definitely strength in 
numbers when you are at Relay. You 
can feel the power of the people,” 
said Planzo, the featured speaker 
next week when Agawam’s Relay 
launches its official fund-raising 
activities for 2018. 

’’Being part of Relay is a way to 
fight for the cause,” he added. “It’s 
rewarding to know I’m doing some¬ 
thing good. It really doesn’t take 
a lot of time or effort, but it does 
make a positive impact in so many 
ways.” 

During the Relay, when at least 
one person from each team walks 
at all times to symbolize that can¬ 
cer never sleeps, Queen of the Relay 
is one of several “creative” fund¬ 
raisers. It features men dressing as 
women to raise money during a

works for T&R Wholesale Foods in 
Feeding Hills as a food sales repre¬ 
sentative. Many in Agawam know 
him as “Luigi” from his years of 
owning Luigi’s Pizza-N-Pasta near 
the South End Bridge. 

Planzo said he’s never been 
uncomfortable competing to be 
queen: “Anyone who knows me 
knows I’m game for anything — 
and I don’t get embarrassed easily.” 

He said the looks and com¬ 
ments are “priceless,” making for a 
fun night and in the process help¬ 
ing a great cause. 

Queen of the Relay follows a cer¬ 
emony that remembers and honors 
those who have died from cancer. 
Held as soon as darkness falls, par¬ 
ticipants silently walk past lighted 
luminaria bags with names or pho¬ 
tos of cancer victims. 

“Luminaria is beautiful, but it’s 
very somber and a sad moment for 
many,” Planzo explained. “Queen of 
the Relay is a way to lighten up the 
night and turn some tears of sad¬ 
ness into tears of laughter.” 

Welcoming all 

The kickoff and informational 
meeting for this year’s Relay for Life 
is 6-7:30 p.m. Thursday, March 1, in 
the Agawam High School cafeteria, 
760 Cooper St., Agawam. The Re¬ 
lay will be held Saturday, May 19, 
at School Street Park in Agawam, 
using the theme “There’s No Place 
Like Hope.” 

In addition to Planzo, Mayor 
William Sapelli will briefly speak 
at the kickoff event, which will in¬ 
clude pizza, dessert, and beverages. 
Teams, individuals, and businesses 
will be recognized for their support 
of Relay. Admission is free and all 
are welcome. 


Janine Iacolo, who is again serv¬ 
ing as chair of Relay, said this is an 
opportunity to learn more about 
Relay, including signing up for a 
team, starting a new team, and 
fundraising ideas. 

“This is an ideal way to learn 
how Relay works, what happens 
at Relay, and how to join or start 
a team. Everyone is welcome — 
whether you are new to our Relay 
or you are a longtime participant,” 
she said. 

A big change for 2018: Relay 
will no longer be held overnight. 
The previous six Relays started on 
a Friday evening and ended by 12 
noon on Saturday. This year’s Relay 
will start at 6 p.m. and conclude at 
midnight. 

“Our Relay was shortened be¬ 
cause many participants also had 
activities planned for the next day, 
so fewer team members stayed 
overnight,” said Iacolo. “With a 
shorter schedule on a Saturday eve¬ 
ning, we hope more people will join 
us in our fight against cancer.” 

Iacolo said the goal of Relay is to 
build hope for people fighting can¬ 
cer by raising money for services 
and research. “That’s why we chose 
‘There’s No Place Like Hope’ as our 
theme this year.” 

Money raised for Relay helps 
fund free cancer programs and ser¬ 
vices to assist patients and their 
loved ones in understanding can¬ 
cer, managing their lives through 
treatment and recovery, and find¬ 
ing the emotional support they 
need. The goal for 2018 is $32,000. 
Since Agawam’s Relay began in 
2012, it’s raised nearly $300,000.

Learn to root around family tree 


Library to host 
genealogy roundtable 
this Monday night

Family historians can learn how 
to break through the “brick walls” on 
the path to unraveling the past with 
the Genealogy Sharing Roundtable at 
the Agawam Public Library this Mon¬ 
day, Feb. 26. 

Adult Services Librarian Cher Col¬ 
lins will be leading the event as com¬ 
munity members interested in tracing 
their roots share experiences and tips 
for getting around roadblocks that 
arise while digging hundreds of years 
into history. 

“There’s a brick wall where there’s 
no breadcrumbs to follow and it’s 
hard to find information,” explained 
Collins. “What I hope to accomplish 
is to help each other share tips and 


tricks on how to get around it and 
keep going.” 

Genealogy has taken off as the In¬ 
ternet makes access to records easier 
through sites such as Ancestry.com 
and Heritage Quest, coupled with ad¬ 
vances in DNA research. People seem 
to be more interested than ever in 
where their ancestors came from. 

“There’s been a huge increase in 
genealogy research since the Inter¬ 
net,” said Collins. “You used to have 
to travel and get records, but now it’s 
at your fingertips. It’s interesting the 
things you can learn.” 

Collins herself has spent hun¬ 
dreds of hours delving into her past. 
She has traced her maternal grandfa¬ 
ther’s line all the way back 1438. Her 
ancestors sailed in the same fleet as 
the Mayflower on a ship called the 
Abigail and settled the town of Sand¬ 
wich on Cape Cod. 

As a hobby, genealogy can take 
varying levels of time commitment, 
she said. She has seen some older 
or retired folk pour 20 to 30 hours a 


week into genealogy, treating it as a 
full-time mission, while others just 
do what research they can during 
spare time. She said she knows about 
a dozen people in Agawam who are 
active in genealogy, and a genealo¬ 
gy event held more than a year ago 
filled up the 15-person registration 
limit, as people come in from out of 
town to research ancestors that lived 
in Agawam. 

In addition to town directories, 
reports and yearbooks to help trace 
people to a certain point in time, the 
library has subscriptions at Ancestry, 
com and Heritage Quest for patrons 
to utilize in their hunt. 

The roundtable on Feb. 26 will take 
place 7 p.m. in the children activities 
room and has a limit of 15 partici¬ 
pants. As of Wednesday, several seats 
were still open. 

“We limit it so everyone has a 
chance to share,” Collins said.

Principal Thomas Schnepp of Agawam High 
School recently announced the names of steer¬ 
ing committee members who will direct the 
school’s efforts during its self-study and accred¬ 
itation by the Commission on Public Schools 
of the New England Association of Schools and 
Colleges.

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tion project in question. The 
project was designed to qualify 
for a state “Complete Streets” 
grant of $400,000. In keeping 
with the aims of the Complete 
Streets program, the proposed 
roadwork is primarily geared 
toward improving safety for 
pedestrians and bicyclists in 
the busy intersection of Maple, 
North and Springfield streets. 
New features include separat¬ 
ed bike lanes and realigned 
crosswalks. 

The project would also make 
changes to the traffic signal 
pattern. The only major struc¬ 
tural change to the intersec¬ 
tion would be a realignment 
of McGrath Terrace where it 
joins Maple Street. Additional 
pedestrian and bicyclist safety 
improvements would extend 
down Springfield Street past 
Rowley Street, and along Maple 
Street past Begley Street. 

In addition to the $400,000 
state grant, the town had 
planned to use about $600,000 


in Chapter 90 funds — annual 
state aid payments that can be 
spent on any road or sidewalk 
project in town — and the $1.1 
million in borrowing. 

The City Council took no 
vote on the borrowing request 
after Council President Chris¬ 
topher Johnson announced 
that the mayor had asked that 
it be withdrawn. Before the an¬ 
nouncement, Feeding Hills res¬ 
ident William Clark had asked 
councilors to consider other in¬ 
frastructure needs in Agawam 
before voting to borrow such a 
large sum for just one project. 

“We got the $400,000” state 
grant, Clark said. “Everyone 
understood $400,000 doesn’t go 
far. But for sidewalks, it would 
go far ... [and] that $1.1 million 
could go to many other things 
in town.” 

Before applying for the 
Complete Streets grant, the 
town’s Engineering Depart¬ 
ment had conducted a series 
of public outreach exercises to 
determine residents’ priorities 
for pedestrian-, bicycle- and 
mass transit-friendly infra¬ 


structure projects. While safe¬ 
ty measures at O’Brien’s Corner 
were among the findings, the 
most popular request was for 
sidewalk repair — or sidewalk 
construction — at scores of lo¬ 
cations around town. 

Sapelli, a former princi¬ 
pal of nearby Robinson Park 
School, had spoken in favor 
of the pedestrian safety mea¬ 
sures included in the O’Brien’s 
Corner project during the 
planning stages. He said this 
week that he is not against the 
proposed changes at the in¬ 
tersection, but feels that when 
it comes to bonding money, 
he needs to weigh the project 
against other needs. 

“There are limited funds,” 
Sapelli said. “I want to slow 
things down and make sure 
we’re putting things in the 
right direction.” 

Sapelli inherited the 
O’Brien’s Corner project from 
previous Mayor Richard Cohen 
when he took office in January. 
The roadwork had already been 
designed and the grant had al¬ 
ready been awarded.

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town to receive 3 percent or $100,000 annu¬ 
ally, but Sapelli brought the negations back 
to the table and was able to get the town 
an additional $25,000 annually through 
an amendment to the agreement, bring¬ 
ing payment floor up to $125,000 annually, 
signed Jan. 18. 

Spokesmen for DMCTC were not imme¬ 
diately available for comment on Wednes¬ 
day morning. 

DMCTC will also have to pay real and 
personal property taxes to the town de¬ 
spite its nonprofit classification and will be 
working with the Police Department on a 
safety plan for the facility. 

“DMCTC has pledges to work with the 
City Council, other town boards and de¬ 
partment heads to develop a profession¬ 
al operation,” stated Sapelli. “We want to 
be sure all public safety concerns are ad¬ 
dressed as the project moves ahead.” 

The agreement is for the sale of medical 
marijuana only. Town Solicitor Steve Buoni- 
conti said under the terms of the agreement, 
DMCTC and the town would have to come 
back to the negotiating table if the dispen¬ 
sary wanted to sell recreational marijuana. 

“[DMCTC] is licensed only for medical 
marijuana only and we’ve had a clear un¬ 
derstanding that is their sole intention,” 


Buoniconti said. “If their business mod¬ 
el ever changes, they’re really required to 
come back to the town.” 

In the agreement, the town agreed that 
it will not issue any letters of support or 
non-opposition to any other entities ap¬ 
plying for a state license to cultivate or dis¬ 
tribute medical marijuana for three years 
from the date sales commence at DMCTC, 
ensuring them as the sole operator during 
that time frame. 

“This is saying the town will not have 
any other agreements signed with other 
medical marijuana companies for three 
years,” explained Buoniconti. “Once they 
start selling, that starts the clock for collec¬ 
tions and prohibitions.” 

DMCTC will continue to work with 
town departments, including police, fire, 
highway, public works and the building 
inspector, to design their office and retail 
space. Buoniconti said the town will be 
working closely with DMCTC to ensure ev¬ 
erything is in compliance with state regula¬ 
tions and safe for the community. He added 
that the town is not sure when DMCTC will 
be receiving its state permit and there is a 
significant buildout that will have to occur 
before doors open for sale. 

“If it’s not in compliance, we can always 
stop the process [and] issue a cease and de¬ 
sist letter,” said Buoniconti. “We don’t an¬ 
ticipate any issues on that front.”

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OUR VIEW 

What would 
you give up? 

S ome Christian denominations call 
this time of the year Lent, a peri¬ 
od of prayer, self-examination and 
self-denial leading up to commemora¬ 
tions of the death and resurrection of 
Jesus Christ. 

As part of their 40-day spiritual ob¬ 
servance, many Christians choose some¬ 
thing to “give up” during Lent — often a 
favorite food or drink, an unhealthy be¬ 
havior, or a luxury object. Quitting soda 
or chocolate or alcohol or tobacco may 
be difficult, but in the end it’s likely to 
have a relatively narrow, though posi¬ 
tive, impact — it may make you healthi¬ 
er. There are other unhealthy habits that 
most of us share, however, and that af¬ 
fect the whole world around us. Why not 
give up some of those? 

Lent began last week and many of 
those who observe it have already cho¬ 
sen their “cross to bear.” In case you’re 
still casting about for an idea, or in case 
you feel you can handle another depriva¬ 
tion for the greater good, here are a few 
suggestions: 

• Give up the callousness and lack of 
charity that underlie all prejudice. Don’t 
assume you know someone’s politics, 
personality, intelligence or worth be¬ 
cause you know their race, gender, age 
or income level. Listen. Empathize. Take 
the time to look below the skin and into 
the soul. 

• Give up the knee-jerk tribalism of 
today’s two-party politics. Find the hu¬ 
manity in your opponents and learn to 
love your enemy. Question the leaders 
and sacred precepts of your own po¬ 
litical grouping. Think for yourself and 
open your mind to finding the truth 
wherever it is — on “your” side of the 
aisle or the other, in “your” candidate or 
in the hated opponent. 

• Give up the defense mechanism of 
cynicism. Assume the best in everyone, 
even those who challenge or disappoint 
you. Resist the urge to let bad news 
confirm a negative stereotype. Culti¬ 
vate a positive outlook, even if it means 
admitting, humbly, that we all make 
mistakes, and other people have just as 
much a right to learn from theirs as you 
do from yours. 

• Give up the moral righteousness of 
judgment. Fight against the attractive 
and egotistical belief that you are better 
than others, and qualified to condemn. 
Try not to take thinly veiled pleasure — 
and a sense of superiority — in the fail¬ 
ings of others. 

These are things we should be doing 
365 days a year, not just 40. But they are 
hard. Being a charitable, empathetic per¬ 
son is surprisingly harder than swearing 
off coffee for a month and a half. 

Yet it’s what this divided nation, this 
divided world, needs most. Inequality, 
war and oppression feed on the natural 
human tendencies to prejudice, tribal¬ 
ism, cynicism and judgment. There was 
a great leader, 2,000 years ago, who tried 
to provide mankind with the tools to 
fight these failings. Regardless of wheth¬ 
er you plan to celebrate him on Easter 
— or just want to be a better secular hu¬ 
man yourself this spring — you have it 
in your power to make the world better 
by giving up what makes it worse.

As long as 
governments maintain morali¬ 
ty and equality for all humanity, 
not based on any special priv¬ 
ilege, people should submit to 
authority. 

There will always be differ¬ 
ences of opinions, but there are 
certain moral codes that must 


be maintained for the good of 
society. If these codes are ne¬ 
glected, abandoned or abused, 
nations will crumble, as we have 
seen in history. You would think 
we would have learned from the 
failures of those who lived before 
us and saw their greatness oblit¬ 
erated. How do we make sure we 
do not make the same mistakes? 

One must believe in God, who 
is the divine moral lawgiver, and 
whose purpose is for humanity 
to live in peace and harmony. He 
is loving and yet he is just, be¬ 
cause there are consequences for 
immoral behavior. There will be 
a day of judgment for those who 
have chosen to reject the love, 
grace and mercy of God found 
in the death, burial and resurrec¬ 
tion of his son Jesus of Nazareth, 
who is both Lord and Christ. But 
for those who by faith admit they 
are sinners in need of a savior, 
believe that Jesus sacrificed his 
life for them, and confess him as 
Lord, there is hope for a bright 
eternity, because ultimately, only 
faith matters.

stroyed. Generators that provid¬ 
ed much-needed electricity were 
running out of fuel, and food and 
water were becoming scarce. 

Estremera used his aviation 
connections to organize a team 
to fly a relief effort to the stricken 
island. He rallied friends, family, 
co-workers and other aviation 
professionals for his mission. Se¬ 
curing a privately donated Cessna 
Citation business jet, they em¬ 
barked on a mission that unfolded 
over two and a half weeks, flying 
from airports in Massachusetts, 
Connecticut and Florida. They de¬ 
livered generators as well as 20,000 
pounds of desperately needed sup¬ 
plies and flew more than 60 indi¬ 
viduals out of Puerto Rico. 

It was a mission Estremera 
wished he never had to make, but 
which earned him recognition re¬ 
cently from the Agawam Rotary 
Club when he was named a Paul 
Harris Fellow. Named after the 
founder of Rotary International, 
it’s presented to individuals to 
honor significant humanitari¬ 
an contributions. Michelle Cal- 
vanese, club president, called Es- 
tremera’s mission an example of 
“true action above self.” 

His first flight was to San Juan, 
but when the team arrived they 
saw an “overwhelming need” 
throughout the island and de¬ 
cided to make a second run. As 
news spread about their endeav¬ 
or, the team connected with oth¬ 
er groups, expanding the scope 
of operations. Estremera said the 
true impact of the storm was felt 
in the failure of basic services — 
water, electricity, food, gas and 
medicine. Conditions on the is¬ 
land were like “a disaster zone,” 
said Estremera. 


“It looked like a war zone — 
like photos I had seen of the fall of 
Saigon,” he said. 

He added that thousands of 
people were at the airport trying 
to get out, clinging to a few pos¬ 
sessions in suitcases. 

“Entire generations were look¬ 
ing for the ‘freedom bird’ to get 
them out of the despair brought 
by Maria. The situation in San 
Juan, however, paled in compari¬ 
son to the plight of people in the 


interior and mountainous areas 
of the island,” said Estremera. 

Estremera, 41, who was born 
in Springfield, said that in addi¬ 
tion to having his hands in many 
different aspects of aviation, he’s 
also been fortunate over the years 
to meet many different people in 
many different fields. 

His mission to Puerto Rico also 
caught the attention of actor-co¬ 
median Tyler Perry. He donated his 
own aircraft and crew — a 70-seat 


Embraer 190 passenger jet con¬ 
verted to a private configuration 
— that was much larger than the 
Citation jet and had more cargo 
capacity. With Perry’s jet, Estrem¬ 
era and his team worked around 
the clock to put together logistics 
to fly supplies, airlift patients, and 
deliver doctors and nurses. 

According to Estremera, the 
toughest obstacle to overcome 
was separating people actually 
willing to help from those trying 
to take advantage or gain finan¬ 
cially from the suffering of others. 

“Some people, in my opinion, 
were using the disaster to make 
a name for themselves. We also 
encountered some governmental 
obstacles.” 

One potential obstacle he 
didn’t have to worry about was 
his “day job.” The United first of¬ 
ficer said the airline’s chief pilot 
allowed him to modify his sched¬ 
ule and take vacation time for the 
mission to Puerto Rico. 

“He was amazing — I couldn’t 
have asked for more support. These 
missions wouldn’t have been pos¬ 
sible without the massive support 
from the Newark chief pilot’s office. 
Many coworkers also expressed 
their gratitude and pledged their 
support for our operations.” 

Estremera doesn’t consider his 


actions heroic, saying heroism 
should be reserved for military 
members, first responders, and 
others who put themselves in 
harm’s way every day. 

“I did what any good man or 
woman would have done for a 
neighbor,” he said. He added that 
the mission was an “all hands on 
deck” effort: “It wouldn’t have 
been possible without the help of 
many good people willing to un¬ 
selfishly give help to others they 
had never met. It’s what our coun¬ 
try is all about — people helping 
other people.” 

Although he and his team are 
no longer actively flying, the re¬ 
lief effort is ongoing. In addition 
to 700,000 people without pow¬ 
er in Puerto Rico more than six 
months after the storm, Estrem¬ 
era said there are still thousands 
throughout the entire Caribbean 
area who need assistance and will 
for a long time. 

Although his years as a com¬ 
mercial airline pilot have had 
some “very gratifying moments,” 
Estremera called the mission to 
Puerto Rico “the most satisfying 
flying” he’s ever done. 

“The ability to bring aid direct¬ 
ly into the hands of people who 
need it, especially family, is some¬ 
thing I’ll never forget,” he said.

long jump shot by Abby Edge to tie the score 61-61. 

South Hadley had a few more possessions, but the Ti¬ 
gers could not convert any more shots. 

Caitlin Normoyle was fouled on the next Agawam pos¬ 
session, and hit both free throws to shift the momentum to 
Agawam with a little more than a minute to go in overtime.
